REPORT. 


The  Senate  Committee  appointed  to  examine  the  accounts, 
disbursements,  &c,,  of  the  State  Librarian,  and  also  the  ex- 
isting condition  of  the  Library,  report  that  they  have  per- 
formed that  duty,  and  herewith  submit  the  report  of  that 
officer,  with  the  request  that  it  may  be  entered  upon  the 
JournaL 

An  examination  of  the  vouchers  for  the  disbursements  of 
the  contingent  fund  proved  entirely  satisfactory  to  your  Com- 
mit/ee. 

The  supplementary  catalogue  herewith  furnished  will  show 
the  number  and  character  of  the  books  purchased  out  of  the 
augmentation  fund,  which  we  have  every  reason  to  believe 
has  been  judiciously  expended. 

The  last  annual  appropriation  has  been  found  wholly  in- 
adequate to  meet  the  demands  of  the  Library,  and  the  Libra- 
rian has  at  this  time  unpaid  bills  in  his  hands  amounting  to 
nearly  six  thousand  dollars. 

For  this  large  expenditure  the  Librarian  is  not  resonsible; 
indeed,  when  we  consider  the  number  and  character  of  the 
various  articles  annually  distributed  by  that  officer,  in  ac- 
cordance with  orders  from  this  body,  and  the  unlimited 
amount  of  stationery  proper,  which  it  is  assumed  to  be  his 
duty  to  furnish,  and  which  he  does  actually  furnish,  we  are 
only  surprised  that  larger  appropriations  are  not  required  to 
meet  the  drain,  which  only  can  be  arrested  by  prompt  and 
appropriate  legislation,  which  your  Committee  recommend  to 
your  early  consideration. 

An  appropriation  of  at  least  six  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars  will  be  required  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  present 
session,  and  in  view  of  this  fact  your  Committee  decline  to 
recommend  any  improvements  in  the  Library  at  this  time. 


In  conclusion,  we  bear  cheerful  testimony  to  the  neatness, 
good  order  and  general  arrangement  of  the  Library  and  t( 
the  polite  and  courteous  deportment  of  its  officers.

To  the  Committee  on  the  Library  ; 

Gentlimen  : 

Soon  after  tlie  adjournment  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
1865, 1  found,  by  a  migtake,  tliere  bad  been  no  appropria,tion 
made  for  paying  the  expenses  of  distributing  the  Laws, 
Journals  and  Documents  of  that  session.  This  expense  had 
to  be  paid  out  of  my  Library  Contingent  Fund,  or  not  dis- 
tribute the  laws  as  required  by  law. 

The  meeting  of  the  General  Assembly  in  extra  session  last 
winter  imposed  an  additional  heavy  expenditure  of  the  con- 
tingent fund  to  pay  freight,  express  charges  and  all  other 
charges  incident  on  the  session.  The  appropriation  for  sta- 
tionery for  the  Departments  being  insufficient  to  meet  the 
demand,  I  was  compelled  to  spend  about  three  hundred 
($300)  dollars  of  my  contingent  fund  to  supply  them. 

These  extra  demands  upon  my  contingent  fund  of  course 
were  unexpected  and  unprovided  for,  and  brought  me  over 
one  hundred  ($100)  dollars  in  debt  for  the  year  ending  Jan- 
uary 1st,  1865. 

By  the  most  rigid  economy  during  the  year  just  closed,  I 
paid  all  these  extra  expenses  and  the  usual  expenses  of  the 
office,  and  have  had  some  repairs  done  and  improvements 
made  in  the  Library.  All  the  alcoves  have  been  shelved  and 
fitted  up  and  some  new  furniture  added,  and  I  have  a  small 
balance  of  nine  hundred  (|900)  dollars  to  be  carried  forward 
to  the  present  year. 

Augmentation  Fund. 

This  fund  has  been  expended  to  the  best  advantage.  I 
have  visited  Philadelphia  in  the  purchase  of  law  bobks,  and 
on  all  amounts  except  some  inconsiderate  bills  have  secured 
a  discount  to  the  State  of  from  twenty  to  twenty-five  per  cent. 

I  have  been  greatly  assisted  in  the  selection  of  law  books 
by  the  Honorable  Judges  of  the  Court  of  Appeals,  to  whom 
I  am  under  special  obligations,  and  to  whom  I  refer  you  as 
to  the  efficiency  and  faithfulness  of  the  Librarian  and  his 
Assistant. 

The  State  Library,  in  its  growing  prosperity,  ought  to  be 
the  pride  of  every  Maryiander.  It  now  rates,  I  believe,  in 
size  and  numbers  as  the  third  in  the  United  States.  Why 
should  it  not  be  the  first  in  the  Union  ? 


An  extra  appropriation  of  tvro  thousand  ($2,000)  dollars, 
as  recommended  by  the  Court  of  A2:)peals  two  years  ago,  for 
the  purpose  of  purchasing  the  English  Reports  complete, 
with  the  usual  annual  appropriation  of  one  thousand  ($1,000) 
dollars,  would  soon  bring  our  Library  up  to  be  among  the 
very  first  in  the  country. 

Repairs. 

The  interior  of  the  Library  needs  paintiug  Very  much.  A 
new  carpet  for  the  Library  ;s  indispensable.  The  roof  of  the 
Library  is  in  bad  condition  and  has  been  leaking  ever  since 
I  have  been  in  office.  I  have  paid  time  and  again  bills  to 
persons  for  repairing  it,  and  still  it  is  imperfect. 

Catalogue. 

Allow  me  to  invite  your  attention  to  the  Catalogue  of  the 
Library.  It  really  does  dishonor  to  the  Library.  I  have 
prepared  the  Supplemental  Catalogue  on  a  plan  to  which  I 
would  ask  your  attention.  A  new  Catalogue  is  greatly 
needed. 

Statioxeey. 

I  advertized,  according  to  law,  for  proposals  for  stationery 
for  the  General  Assembly.  The  Hon.  George  Earle,  clerk 
of  the  Court  of  Appeals,  very  kindly  assisted  me  in  examin- 
ing the  bids  and  samples  ;  and  I  gave  the  contract  to  the 
lowest  bidder /o?'  tlie  hest  articles.  We  have  purchased  the 
very  best  articles  of  stationery  made  in  this  country,  and  on 
better  terms  than  for  several  years  past. 

The  appropriation  of  five  thousand  ($5,000)  dollars  has 
been  expended  in  laying  in  a  supph''  for  the  General  Assem- 
bly, and  as  much  more  will  probably  be  required  to  keep  up 
the  supply  during  the  present  session. 

It  will  give  me  great  pleasure,  gentlemen,  to  receive  any 
advice  and  instruction  you  may  give,  and  to  the  very  best  of 
my  ability  cordially  to  comply  vrith  any  requests  you  may 
make.

These  Rules  will  he  strictly  adhered  to  and  enforced. 


The  Library  shall  be  opened  every  daj  during  the  Session 
of  the  Legislature,  (Sundays  excepted,)  from  nine  o'clock, 
A.  M.,  and  closed  at  the  time  of  the  daily  adjournment  of  both 
Houses;  and  from  five  to  nine  o'clock,  p.  m.,  except  at  night 
Sessions^  when  it  shall  remain  open  until  both  Houses  may 
adjourn. 

II 

In  the  recess  of  the  Legislature,  it  shall  be  open  every  day 
from  nine  o'clock,  a.  m.,  till  three  o'clock  p.  m. 

Ill 

Books,  to  be  issued  by  the  Librarian  pursuant  to  law,  shall 
be  returned  as  folio wg: — a  folio,  within  three  weeks  ;  a  quar- 
to, within  two  weeks;  an  octavo  or  duodecimo,  within  one 
week. 

No  member  shall  receive  more  than  one  hooh  within  the 
terms  aforesaid,  unless  where  so  connected  as  to  be  otherwise 
useless. 

IV 

Any  person  authorized  to  receive  Books  from  the  Library, 
(other  than  Law  Books.)  who  shall  not  return  them  within 
the  time  specified^  shall,  for  every  day's  detention  thereof, 
forfeit,  for  a  folio,  one  dollar  per  day;  a  quarto,  fifty  cents 
per  day ;  an  octavo  or  duodecimo,  twenty-five  cents  per  day. 
Law  Digests  shall  be  returnable  in  twenty-four  hours  from 
their  delivery,  and  other  Law  Books  at  the  end  of  four  days 
therefrom,  at  the  latest.
